Joseph Michael Kotovsky killed his sweet- 
heart on the night of October 10,1878. The 
story of the murder was told by Annie 
Moody, a servant girl who lived at No. 814 
Beuth Kighth street, next door to Dr. Fred 
Kolbenheyer’s residence, wheres Augusta

On the night of the 


murder Annie saw Kotovsky sitting on the 
sidewalk. When he discovered he was ob- 
served he said: ‘‘Never mind, I’m waiting 
forsomeboby.’”’ Shortly afterwards Annie 
and Augusta went out for some beer. 
When returning they met Kotovsky on the 
eastside of Highth midway between Cnouteau 
avenue and Gratiot street. ‘‘Is that you, 
Augusta?’ asked Kotovsky. ‘*Yes,’’ the girl 
answered, little =< that her death 
was #0 nearat hand. Kotovsky placed bis 
left band on the girl’s shoulder, and, raising 
g revolver,fired. The bail pierced her heart, 
and death resulted almost instantly. Kotov- 
sky ran off while the screams of Miss Moody 
attracted the attention of the residents in 
that vicinity. An hour latera man walked 
into the office of the Chief of Police, where 
Detective Hugh O’Neil was seated, and said 
he bad shota girlat Eighth and Chouteau 
avenue and he wantedto be lockedup. At 
the inquest and ever since Kotovsky sald 
that he had been out that day and had some 
drink. He knew that he wou'd

Cameron Ten Days Ago.

The Guiteau Trial. 
WASHINGTON, December 29.—The court 
was densely packed despite the rainy weath- 
er. A rumor was current this morning that 
the jury,with one exception, are satisfied with 
the guilt and legal responsility of the priso- 
ner. The twelfth juror, it is said, stoutly 
maintains that Guiteau is as crazy as a 
“March hare.” The prisoner was taken 
without demonstration to the prisoner’s 
dock. This is located apout twenty-five feet 
from the eounsel on the left of the room, a 
narrow passage separating it from a large 
window, which overlooks Louisina avenue. 
Guiteau glanced around the room and then 
out ef the window and eviuced some nerv- 
ousness at his apparently exposed position 
Guiteau sterted in to make his usua) morn- 
ing speech. ‘‘I noticed’’ he said ‘‘asI rode 
up in the van this morning the usual guard 
of police had been withdrawn. Now,I want 
to say emphatically, if I was tugned out to- 
morrow, I wouid take care of myself, but so 
long as I am in the custody of this court, the 
court is bound to protect me. There is more 
danger riding to and from the jail in the van 
than at any other time, andI want your 
Honor to make an orker that the usual 
guard —._ shall accompany the van. 
THE CRANKS ARE NOT ALL DEAD YET, 
though they are fast dying off. As a matter 
of fact it would require but one crank with 
sufficient nerve to shoot me in the van. 
That’s where the most danger lies. I’m mak- 
friends every day and getting lots 
of letters ofsympathy. I won’t anticipate 
any danger except from the cranks.” 
DR. CALLENDER 
was called. Before any question was put 
Judge Cox remarked as to the statement 
made yesterday, *‘that the court surrounded 
the prisoner with the usual guards and pro- 


tection,’? he would state that the prisoner. 


was in custody of the Marshal and not of the 
court, and whatever extra guards had been 


furnished had been supplied by him. 

Guiteau: Well then your honor, if the 
Marshal won’t do his duty I appeal to the 
court. If the Marshal won’t furnish the 
proper guard kick him out and let’s havea 
new Marshal. 

Scoville desired to exhibit to witness, as 
an expert, a letter written by Guiteau some 
ten days since to Senator Don Cameron. 

Guiteau interrupted from his placein the 
dock and shouted out in harsh and strained 
tones: “Hoid on. I Waniltosay something 
about thatletter. I protest against its being 
read here. It is a private ietter | wrote to 
Senator Cameron ten davs ago asking him for 
the loan of 3500. It was extirecly a private 
piatter. Tentrusted it to my brother te give 
to Senator Cameron and be withheld it in a 
miserable mean way and gave it this man 
Scoville. My) brother had better

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STANLEY'S SHAME. 


The African Explorer Accused of Basely 
Negiecting his Mother. 
Baltimore Special to Philadelphia Press. 

Among the. most remarkable of the many 
curious stories which are heard from time to 
time about the inmates of charitabie institu- 
tions is the following, which is just being 
whispered around this city, and the accuracy 
of which is beyond question: Living in the 
nee of the Little Sisters of the Poor, ia the 
outskirts of Baltimore, is an old Jady named 
Mrs. Johanna Eastway, who is proved, by 
irrefragible evidence, to be the mother of 
Henry M. Stanley, the word-renowned 
African explorer. Mrs. Eastway was born 
in County Cork,Ireland, nearly seventy years 
ego. Her father was a butcher named 

auckens, and lived until she had grown to 
womanhood. She married Captain Henry 
Eastway, a seaman, in 1837, and shortly 
thereafter the couple left Great Britain and 
came to Baltimore, from which port the hus- 
band sailed on periodic voyages, accompa- 
nied by his wife. 

A few years later the couplemoved to New 
York, where, on October 25, 1843, Henry M. 
Staniey. the explorer, was born. He was 
christened by Father Smith in St. James’ Ko- 
man Catbolic Church, William Henry East- 
way, but, as @his aged motber says, “for 
some reason, unknown to her, changed his 
name to Henry W. Stanley.’’ When the 
bov was seven years old, the f»mi:y returned 
to Engiand to live, and in 1858 the father 
died, and was buried awav from home, and 
his son ran away to sea. This was the last 
the mother saw of her son until the funeral 
of Livingstone in Westminster Abbey. 
Chere she recognized him at once, and when 
he saw her he trembled visibly and hid his 
face inthe flag thet covered Livingstone’s 
coffin. The next day.according to her story, 
she ca!ied on him at the hotel, and, although 
he did. not distinctiv scknowledge 
her as his mother, he offered her 
any moncy she wanted, which she 
refused to take. In the presence of wit- 
nesses she described certain birth-marks on 
her son, bu! Stanley refused to submit to an 
examination to establish

Their 
special trademark, with the word ‘*May- 
flower” printed on the outer wrapper, has 
come to be the only genuine one. And yet, 
if it werea matter of free choice with an 
unbiased man, he would hardly select a Pil- 
grim for an ancestor. To begin with, 
the Mayflower ship-load picked out 
the bleakest bit of coast between Maine and 
Florida to colonize, when it was simply a 
matter of choice where they should settle. 
They burned witches, persecuted Quakers, 
exiled Baptists, traded in negroes, mur- 
dered Indians, swindled Dutchmen, and, in 
short, did their level best to test the full 
capacities of the doctrine of total de- 
pravity. Considering that Lord BatLtTi- 
MORE, Capt. JONN SMITA, Sir WALTER 
RALEIGH, OGLETHORPE and a number 
of other colonists showed fully as 
much judgment in pre-empting  /and, 
and hada good deal more of the qualities 
which goto make life livable than had the 
Pilgrim Fathers, it might be weil to get up a 
littie dyspepsia now and then in their honor.

Considering the thermometer to-day, the 
fact that its averige is lower than one-half 
the days since the fall and winter set in, and 
with no imme(Nate prospect or promise of a 
severe or prolonged visitation from Jack 
Frost, it must be acknowledged that the 
chances for a big advance in the price of the 
eculiar co ndiment that Americans are no- 
toriously addicted to in ccoling all their 
summer beverages and preserving the good 
condition of meats, fish, poultry, ete., are 
not only possible, but extremely probable. 
Indeed, there has not beena pound of ice 
gathered in this section this winter and the 
mild weather continues to that alarming ex- 
tent that this state of affairsis apt to exist 
over the usual time used for ice-harvesting. 


THE MOST DISCOURAGING FEATURE 
is toat there is no ice cro 
in Minnesota or in Maine, whic 
can generaily be depended upon even 
in the mildest of winters. St. Louis has her 
alternate mild and severe winters, but when 
the old Father of Waters does not yield up 
what is needed in the matter of ice, the Llii- 
nois River and various sheets in Minnesota 
and elsewhere supply all reasonable de 
mands.

To-day is the last day of life for William 
Henry Erb. To-morrow morning when most 
people of this city are enjoying their bresk- 
fast the unfortunate man will be drawing his 
last breath and ending his last struggle for 
victory over death. All day yesterday he 
was engaged in receiving consolation, having 
for hia callers two Catholic priests, two Sis- 
ters of Charity and two pious Catholic ladies 
of this city. 

Not for one moment was he allowed to for- 


get his position and the necessity of true ¢e- 
pentance so as to gain the forgiveness of the 
Judge he will meet to-morrow. In the even- 
ing Father Burke heard his confession, and 
this morning 

HE PARTOOK OF THE SACRAMENT 
of holy communion, after which he atea 
hearty breakfast and seemed much refresh- 
ed. Erb rested but little during the night, 
devoting most of his time to prayer 
and taking some exercise by walking 
up and down the jail floor. He has given up 
all hope and does not expect anything from 
Gov. Crittenden. Mass was celebrated by 
Father Burke this morning in the hospital 
attached to the jail, andin addition to Erb 
John Hayes, Patsy Early, Kotovsky and 
Matt. Lewis received holy communion. The 
report that Gov. Crittenden had requested 
Charley Noland to put in writing bis reasons 
as to why executive clemency should be ex- 
ercised in Kotovsky’s case bas 
aroused renewed hope in that 
individual’s breast, and this morning he was 
leoking quite happy. 

SAID ELLIS

Looking Through « Wire. 
From the New York World. . 


Whe the telephone was first proposed 
many scoffed at the idea of transmitting 
sound by means of a wire and a battery. 
Luter it was pruposed by a European elec- 
trician to endeavor to transmit scenes in the 
same way, and thisidea was met by cven a 
wider incredulity. For the past three years 
experiments bave been made to attain this 
eud, but with the exception of those of Mr. 
Sheiford Biqweil, a Loudon engineeer, they 
haee been un-uccessful. At the recent elec- 
trical exposition at Paris Mr. Bidwell ex- 
hibi ed un ingenious instrument which he 
calls a diosc spe. The spparsacus consists of 
a «mall objective lens fix: d so as to command 
the o ject or scene of which an impression is 
to be submitted. This lens is connected by a 
wire with a small white glass plate. Total 
durkness having been optainedin the room 
furnished with a dioscope, itis claimed that 
» perfeet reproduction of the image shown 
in the lens will be produced on the glass. 
The distance is immaterial. So far, all that 
his been accomplished with this instrument 
has been to nake visible several letters of 
‘he alphabet. Still, the more enthusiastic 
claim that the time is not far distant when 
the owner of 4 telephone supplemented by a 
dioscope can spend anevening at the opera 
in bis dres<iag-zgown and slippers, seated in 
his easy chair, with one eye and one ear 
closed.

‘(Never wager that a woman has a pre 
foot because she wears a shapely boot or 
shoe,’”? said a member of the oldest and lar- 
gest last-making firm inthe Middle States. 
*T know very few fashionable women Can 
boast of cornless or bunionless feet. Skiliful 
workmen are paid well to make their feet look 
shapely without inflicting tuo much pain. 
course the womer must suffer, but they grin 
and bear it better than mend». Fashionabie 
women have a pair of lusts made, send them 
to the shoemaker to use the softest leather, 
and then have the shoes sent home without 
ever having seen the shoemaker. It 
is easy, however, to detect a 
wuman who suffers from corns 
orbunions. The waik betrays her. Her 
eyes and face are also telltales. She will 
bear excruciating pain in the street, but as 
goon as she arrives at home she fliogs off the 
shoes. [know many silly womes who wear 
shoes so tight that the blood cannot circu- 
late. and they have fainting spells after the 
shoes are rem.ved. Midd e-aged women are 
more particular than young women to have 
pretty shces, and it is harder to please 
them. Married women are very proud of 
their shoes, and gray-headed grandmothers 
are sometimes as anxious to havea shapely 
foot us the girls are. During twenty-five 
years we have had hundreds of aged people 
among our most fastidious customers.
